He then gave the glad tidings that seventy thousand of my followers

Alhamdulillah! This is the meaning of the other Hadith in which 
Allah Almighty will say to the Prophet # on the Day of Resurrection, 
"All these people want My happiness and I want your happiness, O 
Muhammad! t|5 " 273 "I have sacrificed My entire kingdom, from the 
heavens to the Earth on you." SallAllaho Ta'ala Alaika wa Ala Alika 
Wa Baraka Wa Sallam. 

The sun would not rise except after it greets Sayyiduna 
Sheikh Abdul Qadir Jilani RadiAllahu Anhu. His eyes are 
fixed on the Divine Tablet 

O Muslims! O Ahlus Sunnah Wal Jama' ah! Let alone the sun and 
moon obeying his command, the sun does not rise till it sends 
salutations upon the vicegerent of the Prophet, his inheritor, his 
beloved, Ghauth al-Thaqalain, Ghaith al-Kaunain Sayyiduna wa 
Moulana Imam Abu Muhammad Shaikh 'Abdul Qadir Jilani 
RadiAllahu Anhu.

Hadith 127:

RadiAllahu anhu narrated that I would stay with the Prophet jgj$ 
during the night.

building on the brink (read as juruf and jurf) of a crumbling (about 
to fall) precipice , so that it collapses with him into the Fire of 
Hell? This is an excellent metaphor for someone who builds with an 
intention opposite to fear of Allah. The question implies affirmation, 
meaning that clearly the former (the Mosque of Quba’) is better than 
the latter (the Mosque of Harm). Allah does not love wrongdoers. 

110 . The buildings they have built will not cease to be a bone of 
contention and a source of doubt in their hearts, until their hearts 
are cut to shreds and they die. Allah is All-Knowing of His creation, 
All-Wise in what He does to them. 

111 . Allah has bought from the believers their selves and their 
wealth which they expend in obedience to Allah on things like jihad 
in return for the Garden. They fight in the Way of Allah and they 
kill (read as yaqtuluna wa yuqtaluna or as yuqtaluna wa yaqtuluna 
“are killed and kill”) and are killed. It is a promise binding on Him 
in the Torah, the Gospel and the Qur’an; and who is truer to his 
contract than Allah? There is no one truer than Allah when He 
promises. Rejoice then - changing to the second person from the 
third - in the bargain you have made. That transaction is the great 
victory which obtains the Goal. 

112 . Those who repent of shirk and hypocrisy, those who worship 
Allah sincerely, those who praise Him every state, those who fast, 
those who bow, those who prostrate in prayer, those who command 
what is right, those who forbid the wrong, those who preserve the 
limits (the rulings) of Allah - by acting according to them; give 
good news of the Garden to the believers. 

113 . The following was revealed about the Prophet, may Allah bless 
him and grant him peace, asking forgiveness for his uncle, Abu 
Talib, and some of the Companions asking forgiveness for their idol- 
atrous parents. It is not right for the Prophet and those who believe 
to ask forgiveness for the idolators - even if they are close relatives 
- after it has become clear to them that they are the Companions 
of the Blazing Fire by their dying as unbelievers. 

114 . Ibrahim would not have asked forgiveness for his father but 
for a promise he made to him when he promised him, “I will ask my 
Lord to forgive you”, since he hoped that he would become Muslim, 
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(9:115-120) 



and when it became clear to him that he was an enemy of Allah - 
when he died an unbeliever - he renounced him and stopped asking 
forgiveness for him. Ibrahim was tender-hearted, making much 
supplication and entreaty, and forbearing in the face of harm. 

115. Allah would never misguide a people after guiding them to 
Islam until He had made it clear to them how to fear Allah in 
action, which they fail to do, so they deserve to be misguided. Allah 
has knowledge of all things, including those who deserve guidance 
and misguidance. 

116. Allah is He to whom the kingdom of the heavens and earth 
belongs. He gives life and causes to die. You, mankind, have no 
protector or helper besides Allah against Him. 

117. Allah has turned constantly towards the Prophet, and the 
Muhajirun and the Ansar, those who followed him at the ‘ time of 
difficulty * - the time of the Tabuk expedition when two men would 
share one date and ten would take turns on one camel. The heat was 
so intense that they drank the contents of the camel’s stomach - 
after the hearts of a group of them had almost deviated (read as 
yazighu and tazighu) - almost turned away from following him to 
staying behind because of the hardship. Then He (Allah) turned 
towards them by making them firm - He is All-Gentle, Most 
Merciful to them - 

118. ...and He also turned towards the three who were left behind 
from His turning to them, so that when the earth became narrow 
for them, for all its great breadth, and they could not find any place 
where they were at peace, and their own selves became constricted 
for them - their hearts were full of sorrow and alienation at the delay 
of their acceptance and they felt no joy or friendliness - and they 
realised and were certain that there was no refuge from Allah 
except in Him, He turned to them and gave them success in repent- 
ing so that they might turn to Him. Allah is the Ever-Returning, 
the Most Merciful. 

119. You who believe. Be fearful of Allah by not disobeying Him 
and be with the truly sincere in respect of their faith and in respect 
of their contracts by their clinging to truthfulness. 

120. It was not for people of Madina, and the desert Arabs around 
them, to remain behind the Messenger of Allah when he went on 
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( 51 : 1 - 24 ) 



13. On the Day they are tormented by the Fire, they are punished in 
it, and the following will be said to them while they are being pun- 
ished: 

14. ‘Taste your torment! This is what you were trying to hasten: in 
this world out of mockery/’ 

15. The people who are godfearing will be among Gardens and 
Fountains, 

16. ...receiving what their Lord has given them - meaning “obtain- 
ing in the Garden the good things and the reward their Lord had 
promised them.” Certainly before that - before they entered the 
Garden - they were good-doers in this world. 

17. The part of the night they spent asleep was small - they slept 
for a short portion of the night and prayed for the majority of it, 

18. ...and they would seek forgiveness before the dawn, with the 
words: “O Allah, forgive us!”... 

19. ...and beggars and the destitute - referring to people who do 
not beg because of their diffidence - received a due share of their 

wealth. 

20. There are certainly Signs in the earth for people with certainty 
- such as mountains, soil, seas, trees, fruits, plants and other things - 
21 — and in yourselves there are signs as well - from the beginning 
of your gestation to its end, and in the wonders which the human 
body contains. Do you not then see? “Do you not see that and take it 
as evidence of your Maker and His power?” 

22. Your provision is in heaven — a reference to the rain which sus- 
tains plant life from which much of our provision comes - and what 
you are promised, which is the Resurrection and the reward or 
penalty that follow it, meaning that it is written in heaven. 

23. By the Lord of heaven and earth, it (what you are promised) is 
:ertainly the truth, just as you have speech. “As you speak in reali- 

neaning you have knowledge of that a priori as it issues from 

you.” 

24. This is addressed to the Prophet, may Allah bless him and grant 
im peace. Has the story reached you of the honoured guests of 

Ibrahim? The honoured guests were angels. There were twelve, ten 
: three of them. Jibril was one of them. 
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25. When they entered his dwelling and said, ‘Peace!’ he said, 
‘Peace, to people we do not know. ’ He said to himself, We do not 
recognise them.” 

26. So he slipped off secretly to his household and brought a fat - 
tened calf. The Qur’an says in Surat Hud that it was roasted. 

27. He offered it to them to eat, but they would not eat, and then 
exclaimed, ‘Do you not then eat?’ 

28. He felt afraid of them - and concealed this in himself - but they 
said, ‘Do not be afraid! We are the messengers of your Lord’, and 
gave him the good news of a son imbued with much knowledge. 
That was Ishaq, as mentioned in Surat Hud. 

29. His wife - Sara - came up with a shriek and struck her face 
and said, ‘What, and me a barren old woman? Those like me do 
not give birth!’ She was 99 and Ibrahim was 100, or he was 120 and 
she was 90. 

30. They said, ‘That is what your Lord says. That is our good news. 
He is the All-Wise in what He does, the All-Knowing of His 
creation. ’ 

31. He inquired, ‘What, then, is your business, O messengers?’ 

32. They said, ‘We have been sent to a people of evildoers (unbe- 
lievers) - the people of Lut - 

33. ...to unleash upon them lumps of clay baked with fire ... 

34. ...earmarked with the name of the person they are intended for 
by your Lord for the profligate on account of their unbelief. ’ 

35. We brought out all the believers who were there, so that the 
unbelievers could be destroyed, 

36 but found in it only one house of Muslims : Lut and his sort' 

who were true in their hearts and performed acts of obedience wir 
their limbs. 

37. And We left a Sign of their destruction in it - after the unbelie'. - 
ers were destroyed there — for those who fear painful punishmen. 
and hence do not do the same as they did. 

38. And also We left a Sign in the story of Musa, when We sent hir. 
to Pharaoh with clear authority - clear evidence. 
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( 18 : 66 - 70 ) 



‘There is a slave of Mine at the meeting of the two seas who knows 
more than you.’ Musa said, ‘O Lord, how can I meet him?’ He said, 
‘Take a fish and put it in a basket. When you lose the fish, he will be 
there. So he took a fish and put it in a basket and then went with his 
servant, Yusha‘ ibn Nun, until they came to a rock and laid down 
their heads and went to sleep. The fish moved in the basket and 
jumped out and dived into the sea, ‘and found its way into the sea in 
an amazing way. ’ Allah kept the water from flowing over the fish 
and it became like an arch. When they woke up, his companion for- 
got to inform him about the fish. They continued to walk for the rest 
of the day and night until in the morning Musa said to his boy, 
‘ Bring us our morning meal... ’ to His words ‘and found its way into 
the sea in an amazing way. ’ ” Its making its way into the sea was the 
miraculous event. Allah means, “The fish making a tunnel aston- 
ished Musa and his servant. . .” 

66. Musa said to him , ‘May I follow you on condition that you 
teach me some of the right guidance (read as rashad and rushd) 
you have been taught?’ That is because it is desirable to seek more 
knowledge. 

67. He said , ‘You will not be able to bear with me. 

68. How indeed could you bear with patience something you have 
not encompassed in your knowledge ?’ The hadlth says about this 
ayat, quoting al-Khidr: “O Musa, I have knowledge from Allah 
which He has taught me and you do not know, and you have knowl- 
edge from Allah which He has taught you and I do not know.” 

69. Musa said , ‘ You will find me patient , if Allah wills, and I will 
not disobey you in any matter you command me to do. , He limited 
his statement by the expression “if Allah wills” because he did not 
rely on his own resolve. This is the custom of the Prophets and 
awliya*. They do not put any reliance on themselves even for the 
blink of an eye. 

70. He said, ‘ Then if you follow me, do not question me (read as 
tas’alnl and tas’alanm ) about anything which you do not know by 
your knowledge. Be patient until I myself make mention of the rea- 
son for it to you. ’ Musa accepted the condition to observe the proper 
behaviour of a student towards his teacher.

QUESTION: Is Sayyiduna Khidar a® a NabT? 

ANSWER: The consensus of the ‘Ummah is that he is a and this is 

correct. He is still physically alive to this day. Almighty Allah $g 
has commissioned to him the duties of the oceans and NabT Ilyas 
mB is in-charge of the earths. (Duties refer to services and 
supervision). Four Prophets of Allah 'M are still physically alive. Of 
course, all Prophets are alive. The Hadith Sharif very clearly 
confirms this as follows: 
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Indeed Allah §g has made it Haram on the earth to eat up the bodies of 
Prophets, for the Prophets of Allah are alive and Allah M sustains them . 674 



All Prophets have to fulfil the command and promise of 
Allah M (death). They only experience death for a split 
moment and thereafter, their souls are returned to their bodies as 
it was. Their life after death is not different to their worldly life. 
They are alive in their graves, as they were alive on earth. 
Another Hadith Sharif states:
